The  Canvass  for  Students 


Missouri  Valley  College  has  arranged  for  a  pretty 
thorough  canvass  of  the  college  territory  in  the  in- 
terest of  patronage  for  next  year.     The  prospect  is 
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good  and  with  good  crops  we  shall  have  a  large 
attendance  of  students.  An  exceptional  number  of  the 
graduates  of  the  High  School  at  Marshall  will  be  in 
Missouri  Valley.  Saline  County  has  been  districted 
and  the  districts  assigned  to  various  members  of  the 
faculty,  who  are  engaged  in  the  canvass  and  will  doubt- 
less make  good  report.  The  Rev.  S.  G.  Dechard  has 
been  employed  to  canvass  in  the  church  neighborhoods 
in  Sedalia,  McGee  and  Salt  River  Presbyteries.  This 
will  take  him  principally  in  Cooper,  Chariton,  Ran- 
dolph, Macon,  Audrain  and  Pike  Counties.  Brother 
Dechard  is  an  enthusiastic  M.  V.  C.  patron,  and  will  do 
good  work  for  the  college.  Will  the  students,  alumni 
and  ministers  and  friends  of  the  college  in  general 
help  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  Brother  Dechard 
in  this  campaign  for  next  year's  attendance?

The  mother  of  Rev.  Ezra  F.  Baker  of  the  class  of 
'98,  passed  away  at  Waxahachie,  Texas,  where  Mr. 
Baker  was  Professor  of  Philosophy  in  Trinity  Uni- 
versity, and  was  buried  at  Marshall  beside  her  late 
husband  on  July  6.  All  the  students  will  remember 
the  Baker  memorial  balcony  in  the  library  which  bore 
the  names  of  the  father  and  mother  of  Ezra  F.  Baker. 
There  was  a  blank  in  the  date  after  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Baker,  which  will  now  be  filled  and  the  memorial  will 
go  on  during  the  coming  years  telling  of  the  afifection, 
devotion  and  generosity  of  their  son  and  keeping  alive 
the  memory  of  a  good  father  and  mother,  who  have 
passed  to  their  heavenly  home. 


Before  this  number  of  the  bulletin  reaches  the  reader, 
a  successor  to  Professor  Evrard  will  be  chosen.  The 
negotiations  are  not  yet  complete.  The  strong  prob- 
abilities are  that  one  of  two  men  will  be  chosen,  either 
one  of  whom  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the 
teaching  force  at  Missouri  Valley  College,  and  an 
efficient  helper  of  the  teachers  in  Missouri  in  their 
institute,  association,  and  other  educational  work. 
Both  men  are  finely  educated,  highly  gifted,  good 
speakers  and  good  mixers. 


The  certificates  o  four  recent  graduates,  who  did 
the  work  in  pedagogy,  have  been  forwarded  through 
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the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  before  this  is 
read  each  one  will  be  an  accredited  teacher  in  the 
State  of  Missouri.  This  is  a  departure  which  means 
a  good  deal  to  the  college  and  to  the  graduates  of  the 
college. 

This  certificate  is  good  for  three  years  at  the  end 
of  which  time  if  the  teachers  make  good  by  two  years 
of  teaching,  then  the  certificate  is  to  be  made  perma- 
nent. This  will  be  a  great  relief  to  the  college  grad- 
uates to  know  that  their  degrees,  when  containing  the 
pedagogical  content,  will  be  recognized  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  State  Superintendent  How- 
ard A.  Gass  has  shown  far-reaching  educational  states- 
manship and  good  public  policy  in  making  this  arrange- 
ment with  the  colleges  of  Missouri. 


Are  You  Going  to  College? 


The  above  is  a  question  which  is  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  many  young  people  and  of  many  parents  and 
guardians  at  this  time.  It  is  a  very  important  ques- 
tion :  ''Are  you  going  to  college  ?''  In  its  ultimate 
meaning  signifies  are  you  going  to  be  available  for  the 
highest  service  to  your  country  and  to  your  church,  or 
are  you  going  to  be  content  with  less  than  that? 
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In  another  of  these  aspects,  this  question  means 
that  thoughtful  people  are  considering  w'here  thie 
equipment  which  will  make  them  most  efficient  in 
church  and  state  can  be  secured.  If  they  are  very 
thoughtful,  they  are  thinking  as  much  of  their  effi- 
ciency in  the  church  as  of  their  efficiency  in  the  state, 
and  therefore  the  inquiry  means,  where  can  I  get  such 
preparation  for  life  as  will  make  me  of  most  worth 
religiously  and  morally.  No  one  should  consider  that 
he  has  faced  the  whole  problem  concerning  the  col- 
lege until  he  has  studied  it  with  reference  to  its  re- 
ligious and  moral  bearings  as  well  as  its  intellectual 
and  merely  physical  equipment.  To  such  as  have 
high  ideals  and  ambition  to  give  the  world  their  best 
Missouri  Valley  College  offers  a  challenge.  Don't 
reach  a  decision  until  you  have  thought  what  such  a 
school  as  Missouri  Valley  College  means  m  connec- 
tion with  your  preparation  for  a  future  career.  You 
should  study  the  catalog  and  compare  it  with  others. 
Be  honest  with  yourselves  and  with  that  future  cause 
"that  needs  assistance,''  for  it  is  in  behalf  of  that 
cause  that  vour  ultimate  record  is  to  be  made. 
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Thk  Alumni  of  the  College  should  magnify  the  po- 
sition of  influence  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
given  them  in  their  representatives,  the  Alumni  Coun- 
cil. It  is  earnestly  desired  that  they  shall  next  year 
give  the  council  hearty  co-operation  and  support  in 
securing  new  students  for  the  College,
